Early Trial Is Planned. . 
, The men. will be brought to trial imme- 


‘diately, their case being heard before Judge 


Campbell at this term of court. 

Gov. Haskell was notified of his indictment 
at Guthrie by telephone. He will start for: 
Muskogee at once and will not be formally 
placed under arrest. Late tonight « dinner 
party was interrupted by the news of Has- 
kell’s indictment and the party adjourned, | 
twenty men in evening suits marching to the 
courthouse to sign the governor’s bond. 

Gov. Haskell later issued the following 
statement; 

“I have just heerd of the indictment for 
conspiracy, coupled with seven or eight of 
the oldest and highest charactered citizens 
of Muskogee, men who developed and built 
up that country by their unselfish effort. 
From now on the proceedings will be open 
to both sides. Heirst’s crocked manipula-

There were three indictments returned. 
One was againet Charlies N. Haskell, Clar- 
ence W-. Turner, and Walter R. Eaton, the 
second wae against William T. Hutchings 
and Clarence W. Turner, and the third and 
Jast was against Albert Z. English, Freder- 
ick B. Severs; and Jesse Hill. 

Bach one of these indictments first recites 
that the United States has always exercised 
official functions in the matter of protecting 
Indian tribes in the enjoyment of the lands 
set apart for their use, supervising the seil- 
ing of such lands and also taking care of 
the proceeds for the Indians, and then theget 
of March 1, 1901, is referred to. 

This act provides for the selling of lots In 
the townsites in Muskogee or the Creek na- 
tion reservation at auction to the highest bid- 
ders at not less than their appraised value. 
The act, however, contained a provision in | 
favor of persons already in occu y of the 
lands ‘within the townsites in that it permit- 
ted such persons to purchase not more than 
two lots at one-half of their appraised value, 


How Alleged Scheme Worked. 

Under these cireumstances it is charged 
the defendants in violation of section 5,440 
of the revised statutes of the United States 
conrpired to manege matters by means of 
“ dummies,” so that they finally would come 
into possession of many valuable leases in 
Muskogee at one-half their appraised value. 

They were first to schedule with the town- 
site commission the names of all the persons 
they could think of in the different parts of 
the United States, and. so set the govern- 
ment machinery in métion which would 
finally result in the issuance of patents in 
those names. 

While the machinery wae grinding the de- 
fendants would secure quitclaim deeds from | 
those prospective patentees. Having secured 
the record title the defendants would then 
hasten to dispose of fie lots to innocent third 
parties. The result of all this is argued as a 
fraud upon the United States and also upon 
the Creek nation, wards of the government. 

Overt acts to the number of forty-seven 
in the first indictment, thirteen in the second, 
and ninety-two in the third are set forth ag 
having been committed by the different de- 
fendants. These overt acts consisted in the 
writing of letters, signing of deeds, and then 
making of payments and accepting patents 
from the government. 

In. cases where “ dummies ” refused to sign 
quitclaim: deeds or demanded money, it is 
charged forgery of deeds in their names wag 
resorted to to complete the claims of title. 

The indictments charge that the conepiracy 
was started in May, 1901, and ended Feb, 3, 
1908. This prevents Haskell from setting up 
the statute of limitations as a defense. 


Haskell’s Career in Democracy. 

The ‘troubles of Gov. Haskell began to 
gather during the late presidential cam- 
i ab in which he seems to have been the 
ightning rod that drew the lightning upon 
the dwelling of the Democratic party. The | 
more conspicuous he became the more trou- 
ble he brought down upon himeelf and his 
associates. 

Haskell appeared on the scene at the Dem- 
ocratic national convention at Denver as 
the first apostle of Bryan. He was the re- 
pository of pure Bryanism and the guardian 
of the Peerless One's inmost convictions, 
He was chief executive of the new state 
that had put pure Bryanism into operation 
in ite state constitution, and he proceeded 
to take charge of the a ferces in the 
field.

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CHURCH DBFIES M. E. BISHOP 


Western Avehec Methodists Re- 
fuse to Accept Leck’ s Successor. 


| UNANIMOUS VOTE BY BOARD, 


Dr. J. P. Brashingham,. New Pastor, 
Arrives Unannounced. 


The scandal and dissension accompanying 
the withdrawal of the Rev. John D. Leek 
from the pastorate of the Western Avenue 
Methodist church, developed yesterday into 
a far more important and sensational ques- 
tion than that of the guilt or innocence of 
any particular minister for any particular 
act. 

Of considerable moment to the whole Meth- 
odist world was the action unanimously 
taken by the church beard in a session which 
lasted until almost 1] o'clock last night. 

Bishop T. B. Neély of New Orteans, head 
of the Rock river conference, precipitated the 
crisis by appointing yesterday by telegram 
the , J. BP. Bruehingham, pastor of the 
Ingleside Avenue Methodist. church, to the 
— left vacamt by the withdrawal of Mr. 


New Pastor Comes Unannounced. 

Not only was the church board not con- 
sulted, as is said to be the practice in such 
cases, but no notice was received of the ap- 
pointment until Dr. Brushingham arrived in 
the neighborhood of the church in the aft- 
ernoon, called om some of his new parishion- 
ers, and announced that he was their paetor. 

He pense in the evening at the usual 
Wednesday prayer meeting. The church was 
crowded, for the news had been spread from 
house to house and curiosity was rife. In 
opening the services Dr. Brushingham sim- 
ply stated that he had been ‘appointed without 
being consylted and wag there in obedience 
to orders. Not until immediately before the 
closing hymn did anything out of the ordi- 
nary occur, 

At that point J. Ritchis Patterson arose 
and began to read a formal call of a meeting 


of the official board of the church. Meetings r 
of thie board are supposed to be called by © 


the pastor, but may be called: by the petition 
of a certain proportion of the members. Az 
the petition was being read Dr. Brushing- 
insisting 
that he would call the meeting instanter, 
thus making the petition unnecessary. Mr, 
Patterson eventually yielded and left the 
document but half read. 


Meeting of the Board. 
- "The board met immedtately, Dr. Brushing- 


ham presiding. The first action was to re- 
quest the presiding officer to withdraw, as he 


was to be the principal subject of discus- 


sion. 

About an hour later he was invited back 
to the meeting, not as presiding officer, but 
to hear the resolutions drawn up by the board 
and answer a question. . 

_ The resolutions are as follows: 


“We kindly but firmly and in.a Christian’ 


spirit protest against the appointment of Dr. 
Brushingham and if the authorities of.the 
church see fit to continue his appointment

they must look to themselves for his sup- 
port." 

Dr. Brushinghbem was then told that the 
supply committee of the church had provided 
@ minister to fill ene ein nae Seatan seme 
was asked whether he expected to fill the 
pulpit. 

He sentied Ged hoods easel ta dk a 
pastor of the church until furthér orders. 

A committee was elected to present a copy 
of the resolutions to Supt. Harlow V. Holt 
and to telegraph them to Bishop Neely. 

The resolutions, which were adopted unani- 
mously, are practically a revolt on the part 
of the church. 

It was unofficielly declared by a member 
of the board that Bishop Neely, in making 
the appointment, acted in direct opposition 
to what he knew to be the express wishes of 
the board from a discussion held before the 
Leek matter came up. 


Church Members Visit Dr. Leek.’ 
While the board was preparing its 
“declaration of non@upport”’ the members of 
the congregation went as one man to the 
home of former Pastor Leek, where sympa- 
thy was expressed with him and hymns 
were sung. 

Late in the evening Dr. Brushingham said: 

“TI feel that the authorities of the church 
should consult the people of the clfurch on 
this matter... They feel deeply and I believe 
they have a right to be heard. I was ap- 
pointed by surprise and had to obey orders.”’ 

Dr. Brushinghem was for nine years pastor 
of the First Methodist church, and for two 
years following served ae the official repre- 
septative of the conference on aggressive 
eveng el ism.
